When to Plant 


Shade Trees, Shrubs, and Fruit Trees, when handled with bare 
roots, are best planted in the fall after we have had sufficient frost 
to kill the foliage, or in the spring when dormant. 


Evergreens, Shade Trees and Shrubs, when dug Balled and Bur- 
lapped (B&B), may be planted almost any time during the year if 
you can give them proper attention such as watering, cultivation and 
mulching. 


Asparagus and Small Fruits may be planted in the fall if there is 
sufficient moisture and your soil is in good condition, otherwise plant 
in early spring.

It would be 
beneficial after planting to paint the trunks with a solution con- 
sisting of Y4 lb. DDT mixed in one quart of water. It is im- 
portant, however, if you paint with DDT or not, that the trunks 
be wrapped with a double thickness of burlap or heavy paper 
from the ground line to the first branches.
